I saw the world dying for the lack of that sumo 
reformcr's blessing, but both jJosticd agalnst each 
other on Jife's blindfold pathway, and nover mot, or 
meeting, never understood cach other.

Letter from Warren Chase. 


Dear JovnnaL:—Last evening Major General 
Butler mado an cloquent and forcible specch, in the 
hall of Representatives, before the National Union 
League of Soldiers and Sailors, on the results of the 
war and dutics of the goverament. He showed 
clearly the duty of our government to equalize, as 
far as possible, the rewards for service to those who 
entered the army carly, and before bounties were 
granted, and suggested the public lands, as a means 
of rewarding all the soldiers; and if what we have 
prove insufficient, let us distribute the Southern 
lands which he claims have been forfelted.

Some of these commerctal men have a net Income 
of a million and a half a year, and many of this 
city have reported for the Inst two years $150,000 
Income each. These incomes enable them to build 
palaces, drive coaches, keep servante, and indulge 
in overy kind of sensuality and vice. There are, 
however, amongst them a very respectable number 
noted for their virtues; who are professed follow- 
ers of the meek and lowly Jesus, “who had not 
where to lay his head.” These content themselves 
with living ‘in style,” a sober and Godlike life, upon 
Union. Park or Wabash avenue. Some of their 
wives and daughters, however, vio with the women 
of the town in sweeping the streets with long skirts 
of silk or satin.

A LATTER DAY SERMON. 
“Old times,” Place, Chicago. Time, A. D, 2866. 
This morning, my hearers, I intend to discourse 

concerning events that happened just 1000 ycare 
ago, viz.: in 1866, long before the people of this 
continent had conquered the world, and before the 
foundation of the grand omniarcby. The people of 
those barbarous times lived tothe astounding age of 
over forty years, and grew tothe astonishing weight 
of over one hundred pounds, and if we are to 
believe ancient records, many of them were of 
gigantic stature, exccediug five feet in helght. But 
these things were owing to the babits of the people 
and the roughness of the climate. In those savage 
days' the only light the earth had was from the 
solar body and the firat moon; while now we have 
four of the latter, and two magnificent boreal suns 
—one at either pole. On n recent occasion, on my 
return from the third moon, where I had gone 
botanizing, I stopped my car over Sopomia, former- 
ly called Nu Warlenes, and visited the museum 
there, which contains a large number of the most 
wonderful relics of the remote days of 1868. 8tep- 
ping into the library and picture gallery, I soon 
satisfied myself not only that the barbarians of that 
day were ignorant of VoLosratic locomotion, or 
will-impelled machinery, but that they actually 
employed beasts to carry them from place to place. 
There were several sorts of aniinals, now extinct, 
kept for that purpose, one of which was called a 
Norae, and another a Nass. The frst went on four 
lega, the latter on two. The first was dumb, but 
the latter bad the power of speech, which it 
received from one Baalam, and besides being em- 
ployed to carry burdens, was alao used as a lecturer 
and Sabbath orator and thinker for the people, who 
fed it on pap, and led it out frequently into pretty 
little stalls, called Pull-Pits, where it capered 
and curveted about in the most surprising manner, 
performing the most astonishing feats, to the huge 
aclight of its numerous spectators. 

Although the creature was not large, especially 
about the heart and brain region, yet its gullet was 
prodigious, for it would frequently strain at a gnat, 
and then swallow half a dozen camels, whole, and 
evon raw ; and the creature has been known to take 
down at one gulp, an entire whale, with a fisherman 
named John R. or Jonah; then to show off its fine 
points, would gobble. up an ark or two; slay a 
thousand men with the jaw-bone of one of its own 
species, and top off with Mary McDaniel or Mag-Dal- 
len, seven devils, a herd of swine, alamb, lots of fire, 
and any amount of sulphur! It wasastrange beast, 
but a very costly one, asit would eat any amount of 
gilded oats—as much as it could get. It had very 
large ears, and was remarkable for the promptitude 
with which it would listen to ‘‘calls” at so much 
oats a year—gilded,of course. My hearers, there 
were many strange things and strange babits, cus- 
toms and animals in the barbarous age of which I 
am speaking—1866. 

Among other curious facts was this: the greater 
part of the people were blind—they were also deaf, 
for they had eyes, yet saw not; ears, but heard 
not. . 

For instance ; people often went on long pilgrim- 
ages in search of husbands and wives; they went 
courting as they called it, and in nine cases in ten 
made the most grotesque blunders in their marital 
selections; for it not seldom happened that a man 
married a woman 100 years older than himself, and 
vice versa-that is to say, an eighteenth century man, £0 
far as development was concerned, would find him- 
self mated with a woman fully up to the highest 
growth of the nineteenth century ; the consequence 
of which was, that neither one of them saw a day's 
happiness from the altar to the grave. 

In these days, as you all know, everybody instinct- 
ively knows his or her mate; and sucha thing as 
quarreling, or badly organized children, is a thing 
unheard of. So of course there is no such thing as 
vice, crime, bloodshed, anger, war, adultery, or 
wrong in the universal world. 

Another curious thing of those early days was, 
that a man's worth was decided not by his own 
merits, but depended solely on two things—the 
number of little bits of paper, called bank notes, 
that he owned, or its equivalent in gold or silver— 
the identical metals whercof our pots and kettles 
are made now, and with which many of our strects 
are paved; and secondly, the color of his skin. In 
those days there were two widely different human 
complexions (both unknown at present, for we are 
all concreta people In these days, with beantiful 
olive tinted complexion}—the white and the black ; 
and if a man was known to have descended from 
parents of the latter race, no matter what might 
have been his personal worth, no matter if he had 
talents that would have adorned an angel, he was 
doomed to a living death, from hisentry till his exit 
from the world. Indeed one of these races—which 
can casily be guesscd—held the other in bondage, 
until some of our friends from Summer Land raised a 
war by inciting one Davis Jefferson to rebel in behalf 
of humau liberty. Hewasa medium, and did bis work 
rowarkably well, at the expense of a few tons of 
gold and a half million of mortal lives, after which 
the black race became free, and gradually went out 
of existence, about the time that the Chinese, 
Tartars, Indians, lawyers, ministers and other queer 
sorts of people, retired from business ond the world. 
At my recent visit to Nu Warlenes I stepped into 
the National Museum and saw many curious relics 
of tho olden days of 1506. On one shelf was an old 
book which historians tell us created more disturb- 
anca than any one thing under the sun, for the 
people called it the Bybul, and believed It to have 
been the word of the Great Supreme, when in fact 
it was mainly written by a society of ancient 
savans, known as the Venerablo Brotherhood of 
Old Fogies; at whose sessions a great philosopher 
named Barr Num was president—the same man 
who wrote the famous treatise, ‘‘ AD-FEJEB UMMER- 
MADUM — ET WOOLEY-HOR3B — UT-HOW-ARE-YOU 
GREENEY-AND-UM.” 

On another shelf was a ‘specimen of the “ mirey 
clay,” from a bog over which convicts had to pasa, 
on thelr road to a place called “Der Kingdom 
Kum.” There was the shell, very Aard, of an 
ancient animal of the love-feast genus; a portrait 
of a hero who, when he got his ‘chops ” slapped, 
turned the other for a like salutation ; n picce of the 
Rock of Ages; the tongue of an old lady named Mra. 
Grundy, fourteen inches long and hung in the middle; 
the effigy of the man who, when a thief stole his 
coat, gave him his cloak also; a painting, alandscape, 
of the course of true love that actually ran smooth ;

Free Agency. 

Any agent or agency must have been made so 
by a power above him, or it; aud in regard to man, 
be must be accountable to his principal, viz. ; the 
power which appolnted or made him such, and if 
accountable, fs not free. ` 

It is the duty of an agent to do what his principal 
authorizes and directs him to do. Would it not be 
an impeachment of divmo wisdom and goodness to 
appoint agents to do his own work, or to do that 
which he must know they would not do, and 
could not do? 

The moment agency is assumed to be free, that 
moment agency is destroyed—it ceases to exist, it 
is then independence. Besides, the Almighty can- 
not withhold his government of the universe and 
all things in it; and If he could, how weak and 
absurd it would be to relinquish his wise and 
perfect government and transfer it to frall humani- 
ty, which he must foreknow would totally fail, 
and go the downward road to inevitable destruc- 
tion. ` ; 

At the creation of all things, laws were made for 
the government of thinge and beings In all respects, 
and those laws must always remain under all 
circumstances, inflexible and unalterable, as long 
as the subjects of those laws arc In existence. .. 

8o long then, asman lives under compulsory laws, 
that enforce their own péhalties, he cannot be free. 
Another consideration is, that in all cases of agency, 
so far as we know, if tht agent proves unfaithful or 
incompetent, the loss, if any, is generally suffered 
by the principal; and sometimes, more or less, by 
principal and agent both. Therefore, if the ap- 
pointment of agency by the Almighty result disas- 
trously, where shall we look for the wisdom of the 
appointment? What reason can be shown why the 
Almighty should impart free agency to man in any 
stage of his existence? Why delegate any power 
to man, that from his stpreme government of all 
things, should be exercised by himself? And for 
what purpose is it assumed that this power was 
given? The answer, assumed again, is to enable 
man to work out his own snivation. 

Salvation from what? From the effects of 
“ Adam’s fall.” A circumstance that never hap- 
pened. Buch a mistake in the management of the 
Almighty in the outset of his creation, is too de- 
grading to be entertained. The Almighty could 
not have delegated this power, if he had not 
posscssed It himecif. Why not exercise it himself, 
instead of giving It to feeble, erring man ? Since 
then there was never aby cuuse or reason for elther 
giving or exercising any such power, it never was 
and never could have been given. The very words 
contradict cach other, if allowed their truc legiti- 
mato meaning, viz.: 

Free, without and above control. 

Agency, a thing or subject of control. 

Agent, a thing, subject or being, to control and be 
controled. 

Finally, to conclude all further argument or cx- 
amination of tho subject, there never was, and never 
could have been any couso, necessity or occasion to 
give to man the power of free agency so much 
talked about and rolled upon, 

If the Almighty has any control of such agent, 
can such agent be free? Lf the Almighty makes an 
agent for any purpose, is not such belng then the 
agent of the Almighty, apd is it not the office and 
duty of an agent to do the will of his principal; 
nnd If the principal exercises a will In tho case, 
then is the agent free ? 

Notwithstanding tho delegation of this "free 
agency’ of will and power, docs it not Impose 
such accountability that if tho power delegated 
is not exercised as intended, viz.: to obtain ealva- 
tion, that tho Almighty is not only justified, but 
bound by his promises, to "execute eternal ven- 
goanco, cndicas misery’? on such hapless agent? 
Would It not bo wise to reject and disclaim all such 
agency? Asano such agency was ever given or ro- 
quircd, we may reat perfectly assured that the 
government of this world, of the universe, of man, 
and of all things elec, will be the government 
of infinite knowledgo, infinito wisdom, Infinite 
power and inflnite goodness. 

What other power, then, can come in competition 
or collision with it? ‘ Free Agency" when claimed 
by popular theology as a power all persons are to 
exercise, to obtulu thelr salvation from the affects 
of “ Adam's full," makes cvory person his own 
saviour, if saved at ai). '-If, then, there could be 
such a condition as * Free Agency,” It would prove 
absolute independence, which would be a solecism. 

Ths Calvinistic doctrine of the decrees of God, 
puts a perfect oxtlngulsher upon the doctrine of 
“Free Agency,” at least so fur as the bellovers In 
that doctrine are concerned.

Agency may Involve or incur accountability, but 
“free agency,” never. There can be no such thing 
or condition as “frec agency ” In the Uteral mean- 
ing of the term. Its fabricated and religious secta- 
rian meaning may be construed to be very differ- 
ent. It isa maxim in law, “Nam qui faci per 
alium, facit per se. Tie who doce an act by another 
does It by himself. That is, makes the act his own. 
Who madc man a free agent ? 

If man Js a free agent in his acts in relation to his 
future condition and destiny, how can the Almighty 
În rcason and Justice punish him for any acts under 
such agency, having made him such free agent? If 

such agency were given, knowing the consequences, 
where could be tho advantage of it, and where 
would lic the weakness of conferring it? 

8ome of the consequences of this absurd agency 
are, that it produces a mutual and harmonious 
action between. the Lord and the Devil, the Lord 
sentencing the agent, the sinner, to endless punish- 
ment, and the devil carrying that sentence into execu- 
tion, thus producing the relative connection between

The highest, the most: transecndent power in the 
knowledge or belicf of man, is the power he intends 
to worship, the power he calla God.

Signs of Progress. 

It Is pleasent to recall the kindly words and 
friendly greetings with which from time to time 
we have been met. Evicournging words lave an 
especial value to carnest workers in the vineyards 
of reform. What are known as the substantial re- 
wards on this earth of ours, are not for reformers, 
and it Is, perhaps, well that it isso. The prizes for 
which they strive, are not of this world ;at least 
it would scem to be so, for they but rarely obtain 
any such, and they daily prove that man does not 
live by bread alone. 

Among the vices which have been charged to 
their account by their enemies, we do not remember 
to have ever scen gluttony Included, and a drunken 
Spiritualist would be as great an anomaly as an 
unholy bishop. These pet vices they leave to the 
clergy and their unfortunate followers, who are 
much more easily convinced, dy example, of the 
comfort to be derived from a temperate use of 
brandy, than by precept, of the efficacy of the sacra- 
ment of baptism. 

There are hours, doubtless, in the history of all 
reformers, when the social allenation to which 
their faith In human progress subjects them, is very 
hard to bear, and they yearn for that full communion 
with their kind, which their vocation interrupts. 
And it is not strange that occasionally some brother 
or sister who has run well for a season, should grow 
weary of a race so arduous, In which the goal is not 
always clearly discernible, and return, as tho 
Apostle has it, to the beggarly elements of the 
world. Nay, when we considor the sacrifices they 
must make for the causo they love, we marvel much 
that such Inpses are not more frequent than they 
are. The ploneer of the grand army of progress 
must be made of stern stuff ; able to endure buffet- 
Ings oft, reproaches oft, scoffings many, and all 
hardness as a good soldier should. 

But the signs around us indicate a radical change 
In public opinion. And we aro sanguine cnough to 
believe that the time is not far distant when it will 
be quite possible for a man or woman to be a con- 
sciontlous Spiritualist without any danger of social 
ostracism. Onc of the most suggestive of these 
signs has been the hearty reception tho RELIGIO- 
PHILOSOPHICAL JOURNAL has met with from many 
to whom wo looked for cold indifference, if not 
positive aversion, 

During its brief existenco It has had so many 
kind words said of it, and so many warm greetings, 
that we have sometimes feared that the popularity 
which is more dangorous than persecution, was 
coming upon Spiritualism before it had attalocd 
suficient strength to resist the Insidious destroyer. 
Even sectarianism seems to have lost somo of Its 
bitterness, for the notlcos by religious Journals have 
boen nelther as denunclatory nor as biting as we had 
expected.

We aro lappy to anndunco to our readers that 
Chicago is about to bo bicased with a new Bunday 
paper. 

Sunday publications arc now as much a necessity 
as a Sunday breakfast, Food for the mind is quite 
as essential as food for the body. 

That two political partics are necessary, no clear 
thinker will deny. Nothing is more natural than 
for any political party when it remains long in the 
ascendancy to become intolerant, corrupt and op- 
pressive. Such party is held in check by the vigi- 
lance of the opposition press. Therefore we rejoice 
that a Democratic Sunday Paper is about to be 
established. We arc not.only glad that it is about 
to be issued, but we rejoice also at the bold and 
independent position the editor takes in regard to 
the propricty of issuing a Sunday edition. 

The hypocritical cant pf the Chicago Tribune is 
boldly assailed and shows up in no very enviable 
light In the following article, which we clip from the 
Daily Times of February 5th. We abhor above all 
othor things hypocrisy In a public journal that 
professes to be in tho vanguard of the great cause 
of human emancipation. While we believe in 
the emancipation of the African from physical 
slavery, we equally belicve in the emancipation of 
the human mind from the slavery of ignorance, 
superstition, theological dogmas, and every kind of 
religious intolerance : 


A SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 


The effort required by one person to sit, at the 
game time, upou two stools, placed some distance 
apart, is not, without reason, considered difficult, 
if not wholly impossible. It is, however, amusing 
to witness the attempt on the part of others, for 
the effort is almost alwaye sure to result in a ludi- 
crous tumble. An illustration of this feat may be 
scen in the attempt of the senior abolition newspa- 
per of Chicago to sit down at the same moment 
upon what may be called the pecunlary stool and 
the religious stool. That sheet publishes the letter 
list on Sunday morning, and thus selis a large, but 
otherwise worthless edition ; and thls is the pecuni- 
ary stool. The sameshect, however, is anxious to 
secure the Influence and patronage of the church 
going element, and this clement, or the blinder 

ortion of it, objects to a Sunday newspaper. This 
s the religious stool, and although some distance 
from the other stool, the sheet in question Is making 
a desperate effort to get upon itat the same time j 
gets upon the other. 

The main argument of the newspaper in question 
for puvllsliing a Sunday edition, is, that were that 
edition discontinued, some other less moral publica- 
tion might take Its place, Beautiful philanthropy | 
How willingly this sheet wilfully violates the Sab- 
bath to prevent Its violation by somebody else, 
Such vicarious sinning and such vicarious risks of 


damnation whatever they may scem to be, aro, in 
he 


reality, founded upon the logle of the thicf who 
steals something, and comforts himself with the 
rener tion that if he did not steal it somebody else 
would. 

If the intolerant religious sentiment of Chicago 
is gulled by the explanations of the senior abolition 
newspaper, it is its own fault. That newspaper is 
published on Sunduy solely because it pays. If it 
were a losing concern, it would be discontinued in- 
stanter, despite the cunt, concerning the desire to 
keep out other publicatlofis. Take away the letter 
list from that shect, and thus deprive the publike of 
their only motive in buying it, aud we should see 
how long the publication of the Sunday issue would 
continue. 

The Tines hastoo much self-respect, and too high 
an opinion of the common:scnse of the community, 
to even attempt the justification of the publication 
of a Sunday issuc upon any such grounds. It has 
the honesty to avow what the senior abolition con- 
cern has the cowardice to conceal, that it publishes 
a Sanday issue because it paye to doit. This thing 
of paying is the leading motive In the publication 
of ai newspapers every Where, upon all days of the 
weck. 

Co-cxistent with this motivo, ia the belief, on the 
part of the Times, Wint a Sunday newspaper cau be 
made n powerful adjunct In the tabor of developing 
tho morality and Intelligence of the people. It 
ranks in influence with the pulpit and the Sunday 
school; and It Is responsible at the bar of public 
opinion, should this Influence be misdirected. It is 
a flratclass missionary in the teld of social reform ; 
and ag euch it should be cultivated, assisted and 
strengthened by all good men. Argument in the 
matter is superfluous ; it is an insult to the inteli- 
gence of rengonable men, Bnd a baso pandcring to 
the lowest Instincts of sectarlunism, to essay to 
prove by labored logic that there is any day upon 
which the powerful influence of the press should be 
uufelt. As well attempt to prove that there are 
days upon which the sun should not gladden tho 
carth, or the gentio rain motsten the lips of flowers, 
or the twittering birds cease the'r vivacious chomis. 

As the Almighty does not frown on each recur- 
ting Sabbath, nor hang His heavens in black, nor 
anywhere, either by command or symbol, teach 
that tho soul should, on periodical occasions, cease 
‘tt growth and bang itecif about with sackcloth, 
the Times belleves that the labor of making men 
happier, of widening thelr mental horizons, of in- 
structing them by original teachings, and spreading 
before them the fruitful exam fa arising from 
human actions, should never be discontinued. Like 
the operations of nature, these labors should be 
unceasing, knowing neither day, nor night, nor Sun- 
duy, century, nor cycle. Whon heaven bids its 
forces cease thelr workings during any special 
period, then will men bavo a warrant for cessations 
and observances which they now deduce oniy from 
barbarous traditions and misconstrucd teachings of 
good men, 

The Sunday Times, which Will make its frst appear- 
ance on Sunday next, will bea zealous co-worker In 
ministering to the happiness and instruction of 
evclety. It will bo a powerful agent in the dissemi- 
nation of what is good, and the repression of what 
is bad. It with not come before the public with an 
humble, sneaking apology for ite appearance ; but 
it will come as pood men and good enterprises are 
ushered before the world, whose intent furbids the 
necessity of upology, cvuslon, or of deprecation 
with reference to any class or Interests,

Q. Ta not the raco In oll its characteristics recast 
in every birth—or, in other words, Is nob birth an 
extension of tho raco, Ite history and meimorics, 
Instead of a new beginning ? 

A. It is o new beginning to the spirit, from the 
fact that St Js placed upon a material pinne, where 
it takea cognizance of everything by which St Is 
surrounded. Most certainly It is an cxtension of 
the racc, and makes a purt of its history; but not 
until it becomes famlliar with the past, docs It tako 
cognizance of the past, nor Is It bencilted by It any 
farther than ils surroundings are made better from 
the conditions and improvements of that past. I 
do not sce that tt is recast. I du not feel it to be so. 
Yet lt le o beginning to tho epirit that is born and 
clothed with the material. It is ia accordance with 
the laws of nature that all Immortal spirits should 
be first clothud with the material, when born upon 
the material plane, . 

(Question by a lady present.) Docs not th 
question mean that tho history of tho post Is 
writton upon tho soul of every subsequent birth? 

A. Things of the past could not make an linpression 
upon the tablet of the memory, until that tablet la 
established and you becomo an ludividuslized im- 
mortal soul. I cannot ace the impression of the 
past mado upon tho brain, or upon the soul, until 
after the organization of that brain or soul. I 
koow that It las clulmed by many that thoy have a 
clear conception of the past. I have nothing to 
prove that to me, neither do I fuel it to be In ac.’ 
cordance with natural lawa. Before you can mako 
an impression, you must havo something to make 
the Impression upon. Wo aro a part of God. 
When we speak of God, we speak of tho living: 

When you come 
to divide that, you do not expect one part to posscss 
the intelligence of the wholo? i 

Q. is not nature individualized by an organic 
economy, intelleetualized by functional cxpericnce 
and apiritualized by intuitienal communion ? 

A. Individuals do become Intellectualized by ex- 
pericnce. Spirit or spirituality cxiata in the germ; 
it is the living principle in the, human soul. It is 
spiritual froin its birth, therefore it doesnot become 
spiritual or spiritualized by communion with spirit- 
ual bodies. The spirit ts the Hfe principle of all 
nature. 

Q. Is not the understanding functional, and the 


{Instinct inspirational ? 


A. Iconsider them both as one, and these mani- 
festations are in accordancé with nutural lawa, or 
the laws inherent within cach fadividualized being, 
and conditions by which 1$ is surrdunded. The in- 
stinct Is not Inspirational, and I do not see any- 
thing functional about the understanding. The 
understanding and instinct arv two different names 
for one and the same thing. Isee nonice distinction 
between the two, Instinct is knowlcdgo in a ger- 
minal condition. ` 

Q. Is not education simply teaching the under- 


standing what the Instinct knows ? 


A. I cannot make that nico distinction between 


the nnderstandiny und the Instinct. 


Q. Is not Instinct knowledge equal to the wants 
of physical and spiritual Jifu ? 

A. Ishall most certainly say no, because If you 
say that instinct knowledge ia eufficleut, whence 
the necessity of our understanding ? Look at the 
inconsistency of the thing. If that were tho case 
it would do away with cducation and everythirg of 
the kind. I say that it Is not. 

Q. Is not instinct knowledge the “holy writ" of 
our understanding—the Inspiration of our senses? 

A. I shall again say that I do not conceive it to 
bo so. By one yacstion of our friend we are ied to 
suppose that he held that instinct was all that was 
necessary for tho undcrstandlog and the growth 
and development of the human soul. In another 
he seems to eoparate Inatinct froin reason, and cul- 
tivate reason by instinct or surroundings. 

Q. Are not all sscred writings instinct cffurts to 
teach the understanding ? 

A. I know of no sacred writings. It may be that 
that remark will disturb some one, but I cannot 
help it. The writing of a truth does not make it 
sacred. Because a person has come to a reailzation 
of any truth, it does not make that truth any more 
sacred.

I bold that tt is 
sacred thus fur and no farther. This idea of sacred 
writings or sacred books lsin accordance with the 
teachings of old theelogy, and not with reason and 
the philosophical ideas of today. Hence Isay that 
I cannot conceive of anygercred writings, All arc 
good fn thelr place as histories to refer to. All 
trutha contained In the Bible are guod, but no bet-

Q Does ont instinct perception overleap birth 
and death, and the logic of our understanding, and 
gather supplics from the vast arca of our immor- 
tality ?

Shot Making. 


' We find in the New York Tribune the following 
interesting description of the process of making 
shot, as it is practiced at a factory in that city: . 
The brick tower, situated immediately in the 
rear of the building, and connected with it, is some- 
thing less than 200 feet in height and about 60 or 70 
in circumference. At the bottom is a well of cold 
‘water, and the summit Is entirely devoted to the 
melting machinery—the pan or sieve through which 
the shot falls being situated in the center and quite 
small, say a foot and s half in diameter. The lead 
is conveyed to the summit in pigs or bara, and there 
melted. Before being poured into the pan ft is 
slightly mixed with crade arsenic, to prevent oxy- 
dization. Itis then dipped into the pan, and the 
shower beneath begins; for every ladieful that is 
dipped into the pan about half a ludleful is dipped 
back and returned to the kettle over the fire, in 
order to preyent that in the pan from hardening, 
which it otherwise would before cntircly passing 
through the sieve. As it is, much of the lead, in 
assing through the holes @f tho sieve, comes out 
Ki elongated drops, in the same way asthe dripping 
of water, thus causing a great deal of imperfect 
shot, which is still further increased by the soft 
‘shot touching each other, when but a short way 
down, and adhering together. 
Toward the foot of the tower the full of lead has 
almost a precise resemblance to an ordinary shower
